Dr. William B. LaugJilin First to Practice in Rush 
County and He Was Soon Followed by Horatio

1 e first doctor to engage in the

lic e o f medicine in Rush county

Dr. William B. Laughlin. While 
his 
education 
w as rather superior 
for .tis day and time, and he a grad- 


j nate o f one o f the best established 
schools o f medicine in America, his 
time was more than occupied in oth­ 
er w ays and he very early let 
his 
medical work go into the hands of 
other and younger men. 
Teacher, statesm an, surveyor, or­ 
ganizer, builder, he w as a 
strong 
man and able, and while jie devoted 
only a part of his time to medical 
work, and that for only a limited 
number o f years, yet his education, 
under the influence o f his friend and 
guide, 
lH\ 
Benjam in 
Rush 
caused 
him 
alw ays to keep 
in touch with 
his profession. He named the town 
and county in honor o f his teacher; 
so our county w as named by a d o c­ 
tor, for a doctor, after a doctor— 
the 
renowned 
D octor 
Benjamin 
Rush, o f Philadelphia, signer o f the 
Declaration o f Independence, teach ­ 
er and statesm an, and easily 
the 
forem ost medical man o f the R evo­ 
lutionary period. 
In 
1822, cam e 
Dr. 
Horatio 
G. 
Sexton, and then in about 1827, Dr. 
William Frame. Soon came Dr. W il­ 


liam 
Harrison 
Martin, and other 
men. 
Dr. Jefferson Helm is said to 
have begun the practice of medicine 
in Rush county in about 
1830, lo ­ 
cated at Vienna, near the 
present 
beautiful village, of Glen wood. 


We have a record 
o f a medica 
meeting at Connersville, on the 5th 
d ay o f November, 1827, that

Jefferson 
Helm 
attended.

I)r. Horatio G. Sexton early be 
cam e recognized a s the leading p h y ­ 
sician in the new county and m ain 
students came to him to read medi­ 
cine a s w as then the custom. 


W ithout

only in a general way,

medical

council of other Indiana cities plan 
to p a s s ordinances placing 
boxing 
and wrestling under the control of 
a boxing commission. 
The commission protects first the 
public 
that 
supports the athletic 
contests and the athletes in a fin­ 
ancial way. 
Then by 
limiting the 
number or fmssed the prom oter of 
the bout is assured that 
his best 
seats will not be filled to overflow­ 
ing with persons who do not pay. 
Over m atching is prevented by the 
boxing 
code. 
A scale of weights 
set- out the class of the co n test­ 
ants, and 
varies 
from the junior

his 


medical work go into the hands of 
other and younger men.

Worst Casualties Suffered By U. S. 


Soldiers During War Just Be- 
ginning To Show Themselves. 


MANY COMMIT SUICIDE. 


Strain Of Fighting For Existence 


Is Responsible For Increasing 


Number Of Suicides. 


(By United Press) 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
June 
7.— 


The worst 
casualties suffered by 


American soldiers during the world 
wap are jjust begining to show them- 
selves, according to C. J. Harris, an 
official 
of the American 
Legion's 


national headquarters here. 


There is an average of two ex- 


soldier suicides a day, Harris de-1 


clared. These men, almost without 
exception were in the battle-lines in 
France and returned to the United 
States with their nerves ragged from 
their experiences. 


These combat soldiers, ,1'he Legion 


officials contends, showed no sign of 
"shell-shock," and were discharged 
by army doctors as normal, with ap- 
parently no ill results from military 
service! The strain of fighting for 
existence is responsible for the in- 
creasing number of suicides among 
ex-soldiers, Harris declared. 


There are two ways in which the 


Legion hopes to minister to these 
mental cases and to prevent their in- 
crease, Harris said. The Langley 
bill, now law, provides $17,000,000 
for the construction of new hospitals 
The larger portion of this money is 
to be spent in creating facilities for 
treating the nemo-psychiatrics, men- 
tal patients. 


The Legion also is preparing to 


petition Congress to liberalize 
the 


present 
Sweet bill. This bill now 


makes it impossible for an' ex-soldier 
to obtain government treatment for 
wain injuries which show up more 
than two years after his discharge 
from military' service. 
The Legion 


contends that it might easily be five 
years after an ex-soldier's discharge 
before injurious physical and mental 
effects of his service -would appear, 
and will demand -a liberalization of 
the bill's provision.
